river. 


The coat of holding a Convention 


need not exceed, at ttiu maximum, thirty 
thousand dollars, while the benefits that. 
would b^i d-nved ia a single year by the 
people of the State, would exceed five 
times that amount. 
It is needless for 


us to enumerate the disadvantages that 
all classes have been laboring uuiler on 
account of tbo disconnected, ooutnidic- 
tory, restrictive, and entirelyjinnarraoni- 
OUB jumble of clauses which comprise 
the aggregate of oar present Constitu- 
tion. There is not a lawyer iu the State 
but has encountered them scores of 
times in his practice, nor an intelli- 
gent legislator who haa not realized the 
difficulty of enacting wholesome and 
economic laws, which will not .conflict 
with some Constitutional 
provision. 


Everybody admits the necessity for a 
reduced change. The attempt has been 
made a number of times to make the 
necessary amendments, bat without ef- 
fect. There are a number of amendments 
which writ be submitted to the people 
at the next exlection. 


While all of them, 
perhaps, 
are 


are well enough io their way, none of 
them touch'the most glaring defect;', 
The only remedy is a Convention. 
This, too, the people will Tote upon on 
the Cth day of next month. 
While nine- 


teen-twentieths of the people favor 
the 


proposition, there ia danger of its de- 
feat, through the greater interest of the 
voters in the candidate portion of the 
tioketn. 


Unless the- tickets are printed "Con- 


stitutional Convention, Yes," probably 
more than one-half of the people will 
fail to vote upon the proposition at all, 
and as it requires a majority of all of 
the votes cast in the State, the mutter 
will go by default, and we will be as fin 
nway p.s ever from Conxtitntinmtl relief 
Itisasubj>ct which the press of the 
State should have devoted more atten- 
tion to. It should have beeu acted up- 
on by the State and County Conventions 
of both p-irties and directions given to 
the County Committees in regard to the 
printing of the tickets. 
It is, however, 


too late for that now. The only hope is 
iu the action of toe Committees havmg 
the ordering of the tickets. 
If botb 


"Yes" and "No" are printed thereon, 
the call will be defeated, although if the 
question were ID h-» submitted at a Bpe- 
cial election for tji.it purpose, it would 
carry by a -vote, pr I'op.bly. of nine to 
one. 


We trust that the press of the State 


will tats the matter in baud, and so 
ventilate tho subject, that the Commit- 
tees will feel justified in taking the re- 
sponsibility by doing that, which they 
should have been directed to do by 
the Conventions which appointed them 
That is the only hope that the proposi- 
Btiion can carry at the election.

First Church, could, I doubt not, 8IT6 
interesting reminiscences of the faelp 
they received from this elder and his 
wile. Mr. Harrison, when but twenty- 
four yefiiM of age, was elected to the of- 
fice of tle.icon, and four yours later, in 
January, 1861, under Dr. Nixon's pas- 
torate, \vn4 inuda an elder, the ordina- 
tion service, ai the ohurch record reads, 
being "performed by the laying on of 
the hands of the session."

Sunday-school, nnd after his return 
from the army was for n number ot 
years, up to hia election as United Slate* 
Svnntor, the teacher of the Congrega- 
tional Bible-class for men.

f u l was ho in this work, that he drew to 
the class a large number of young men 
active in business and professional life. 
I meet amona the officers and members 
of tho churches of different denomina- 
tions in tbe city, not a few who speak 
vsflh enthusiasm of the instruction and 
the inspiration to a true life they re- 
coived while members of that class. 
Ouo of ita tormer members said to tne 
yesterday: "General Hurrison always 
hud a clear conception of tbe truth in 
his head and he bad that truth also on 
hia benrt." 


Amidst the press of professional en- 


gagements he somehow so matiaged as 
to be rarely absent, and doling one of 
the political campaigns, when he was 
speaking six days in the week, insisted 
that his appointments should be so ar- 
ranged that he ooulr) get bnck to Indian- 
apolis Saturday evening, and thus be 
enabled to meet his class Sunday morn- 
ing.
